THE TOWN COMMITTEE PAY THEIR BILL 
FOR HORSE HIRE. : 



A conspicuous festurs of the Knights 
of Pythias Field Day celebration In this 
town on October 5, and one which ax* 
cited great admiration, was the mounted 
police. It was deemed fitting ! and 
proper that on an occasion of the kind 
when the eyes of the whole State were 
centred on this town a municipal dignity 
should be put on that would astonish 
the visitors. After much discussion of 
the subject by the Township Committee 
it was decided that nothing could hare 
such a paralysing effect on the public 
as mounted police. So enraptured were 
the Committee with the brilliant idea 
that the usual eoonomio reserve which 
characterises all matters Involving ex¬ 
penditure of money by the Committee 
was utterly overlooked. When Offioers 
Foster, Mahoney, Bay lie, Collins, and 
O'Neil, mounted on pranolng steeds, 
passed in review before the members of 
the Township Committee, the hearts of 
the latter swelled with pride in the as¬ 
surance that one of the distinguished 
traits of a big city had at least been 
creditably displayed by Bloomfield, and 
the Committee congratulated themselves 
upon the fact that the mounted-police 
idea was a lucky stroke of municipal 
policy. 

As to the effect on the public It was 
simply amazing. When the mounted 
squad appeared on Glen wood Avenue 
(the rendezvous of the sporting frater¬ 
nity), It was declared that Guttenburg 
could not put up a better show of 
Jockeys. 

But every dissipation has Its remorse¬ 
ful reaction, which Invariably comes on 
at the footing of the bill. The delighted 
public will regret to learn that the mem¬ 
bers of tho Town Committee now make 
very wry faces over the mention of 
mounted, police. Simply beoauap the 
festive steeds that the township guardr 
Ians rode on that memorable day < 
the alarming sum of 135. When the bill 
E. B. Budd for horses furnished the 
police on Field Day was presented tor 
payment, it was pronounced an exorbi¬ 
tant charge. 

Edward 8. Wilde requested the Com¬ 
mittee to direct the Township Surveyor 
to set stakes that would show the grade 
of Herman Street, in order that he might 
complete improvements now in progress 
on that street. 

A representative of the New Tork and 
Greenwood Lake Railroad Company 
quested the Committee to remit the 
taxes on several pieces of property along 
the line of the railroad in this town¬ 
ship. He claimed that the property In 
question had already been assessed as 
second-class property by the State Board 
of Assessors, and on which the tax 
would have to be paid into the State 
Treasury, and a percentage would be re¬ 
turned to the township. The matter 
was referred to Township Counsel Bar¬ 
rett for Investigation. 

\ A long communication from Fred. 
Pullman was read by Clerk Johnson in 
which Mr. Fullman acknowledged that 
he bad been served with notice of a 
suit if he did not pay for his flagstone 
sidewalk. Mr. Fullman reiterated his 
determination not to pay the bill until 
the sidewalk was put down in accord¬ 
ance with the specifications of the con¬ 
tract. 

A. W. Almqvlst of Franklin Hill oom- 
plalned to the Committee that the flag¬ 
stone sidewalk put down In front of hie 
property was not according to grade. 
He said it was too high. Mr. Almqvlst 
said that be bad lo complaint to make 
about the quality of the stone or the 
workmanship, and had no objection to 
paying the bill. He simply doubted the 
correctness of the grade. Mr. Lock- 
wood of the Sidewalk Committee will 
look after the matter. _ 

A petition was presented asking for a 
gas lamp at the junction of Orchard 

Street and Belleville Avenue, and also 
one on Orchard Street, midway between 
the railroad and Belleville Avenue. In 
a discussion over the proper distance 
for lamp-posts, Mr. Beach stated that 
in ths original plan of street lighting a 
distance of at least 300 feet apart was 
fixed oo. 

Mr. Stout 8-dd that some of the lams* 
on Belleville Avenue were not over 100 
feet apariL^ Nothing was said of High¬ 
land Avenue, which has a greater pro¬ 
portion of lamp-[Mteie, than any other 
•treet In tbw town.

Exemption certificates were granted to 
Firemen Thomas Hayes of the Truck 
Company and Joseph Bills of Active

The annual Inspection of the Fire De¬ 
partment will be omitted this year at 
the suggestion of the Chief Engineer, 
who thinks that the money can be better 
expended on things that are muoh need¬ 
ed in the Department.

THE 
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FIRE BELL. 


It May Drop to tho Ground Some Dap. 

The members of Essex Hook and Lad¬ 
der Company own the bell and the bell 
towsr In the rear of their rooms on Glen- 
wood Avenue, and they are undoubtedly 
legally liable for any damage to life or 
property-that might result from the tall 
of the tower. If purohanoe the damage 
resulting from the fall of the tower was 
ooollned to the truck house and mem¬ 
bers of the company it would be a dead 
lose to tbs latter. The company has de¬ 
cided to provide for such a contingency 
and shift the burden of responsibility on 
other shoulders. The town is asked to 
assume it and to defray the expense of 
keeping the tower in repair, and 
there la justloe In the demand. The 
tower is used as the oentral station of 
the fire-alarm service and is heavily 
weighted down with alarm machinery. 
The tower was originally built to sup¬ 
port a bell weighing 3,038 lbs. Since then 
nearly 4,000 lbs. additional weight has 
has been put upon it id the fire-alarm 
apparatus. 

The present structure was built about 
nine years ago by the Truck Company, 
who raised the money by entertainments, 
bazaars, and contributions of active and 
honorary members. Fourteen hundred 
dollars wss expended for the tower and 
bell. Since that time about $600 has 
been spent for repairs to the structure. 
It Is now said to be in poor condition, 
and aa the town derives the benefit of 
the structure it seems but just and pro¬ 
per that it should assume any liability 
connected with it. The matter has 
been referred to Mr. Rayner, who will 
Investigate and report at the next meet¬ 
ing of the Committee.

HEART LAST SUNDAY.

ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING 
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The large and handsome edifice of th 
Church of the Sacred Heart, comer o: 
Broad and Liberty Streets, was formally 
dedicated as a temple of worship last 
Sunday morning. The ceremony wi 
solemn and impressive one and was 
witnessed by a very large audience, in 
which every church denomination In thd 
town was represented. The musical 
part of the exercises was grand, a special 
choir from St. Patrick's Cathedral, New¬ 
ark, being engaged for the occaaion. 
Miss Delaney, a well-known soprano, led 
the female voices. Professor Hartsley 
of the Cathedral presided at the organ 
His playing was vsry effective and dis¬ 
played the powers of the new organ to 
great advantage. Profuse floral decora¬ 
tions were placed about and on the 
beautiful marble altar. The altar and 
windows were much admired. The 
ceremony of dedication was accompanied 
by all the brilliant pageantry that marks 
events of the kind in the Catholic 
Church. 

\ The clerical proceseion left the par¬ 
sonage at 10.30 and proceeded to the 
ohurch. Father Wallace of 8t. Patrick's 
Cathedral, Newark, who was Master of 
Ceremonies of the day, preceded the 
procession. He was followed by the 
altar boys of the Church of the Sacred 
Heart; Father White of St. Bridget’s 
Church, Newark; Father Byan of the 
Boys' Protectory, Arlington; Father 
Cody of St. James's Church, Newark; 
Father O’Neil of St. Mary’s Church, 
Elisabeth; Father McManus of Vall*- 
burg; Father Callin of Orange Valley; 
Father Gillen of St. Lucy's Church, 
Jersey City; Dr. 8ynnott of Seton Hall 
College; Father Leonard of St.Michael's 
Church, Newark, Deacon of Honor; 
Father Vaaeolo of Summit, Deacon of 
Honor; Father W. H. Doruin of Belle¬ 
ville, Sub-Deacon; Father J. M. Mendel 
of Montclair, Deacon of the Maes; 
Father Ephraim of St. Mary’s, Newark; 
Father Brennan of the Church of the 
8aored Heart, Newark; FatherGerwoert 
of St. John's Church, Jersey City; Vloar- 
General John J. O'Connor of Seton Hall 
Oollsge, aod the Right Reverend Blahop 
Wlgger, Bishop of the Diocese. The 
Bishop carried the crosier, the pastoral 
staff typical of his official position of 
Shepherd of the Flock. The dedicatory 
prayer began as the procession approach¬ 
ed the church, the exterior walls of 
which were biassed before entering. 
They then paused up the middle stale to 
the sanctuary and knelt before the altar, 
where the Litany of the Saints was re¬ 
cited, the Bishop lea ling and the clergy 
responding, after which the procession 
passed down the south aisle and re¬ 
turned to the sanctuary through {the 
north aisle, blessing the interior walls 
of the church on their wfey. The Bishop 
then assumed his place on the throne at 
the right of the altar and robed for the 
Pontifical Mass. The K Tyr*e and Gloria 
Kxeelsia were rendered by the 
choir. Father Dorn in cheated the 
Epistle and Father Mendel the Gospel, 
and the choir sang "Vent Creator 
Spirit us." 

Monsignor De Concilio of Jersey City 
then preached a sermon. He took for 
his text the twenty-first chapter of 
Revelations, in which St. John's vision 
of the Heavenly Jerusalem is portrayed. 
The Catholic Temple, the preacher said, 
la the most sublime and sacred spot on 
earth. He compared the Catholic Church 
to the New Jerusalem described by St. 
John, and said that God was honored In 
Its brilliant pageantry, its magnificent 
ceremonies, and its Impressive* ritual. 
A large portion of bis discourse was de¬ 
voted to the doctrines aad teachings of 
the Catholic Church. 

At the conclusion of the sermon the 
altar was consecrated and Pontifical 
High Mass celebrated by the Bishop. 
The Creed wae^ entoned by the Bishop 
and taken up by the choir. 

Just previous to the consecration the 
"Sanctus" was sung by the choir, the 
ringing of the church bell being 4 part 
of the service. . * 

At the close of the ceremony of conse¬ 
cration the choir sang “ Benedlctue " and 
»• Ago us Del," followed With a hymn In 
the elnglog of which the whole congre¬ 
gation joined. It was twenty minutes 
after one o'clock whet} the morning 
services concluded. [ , [■ 

At the evening service Bishop Wlgger 
officiated at the vespers. Mrs. Eliza¬ 
beth Noll, the organist of the church, 
presided at the organ, and the singing 
was by the choir of the church. Father 
John Tlghe of Boonton delivered the 
evening discourse. Father Tlghe Is an 
orator of marked ability and his histori¬ 
cal review of the Catholic Church in 
America was a theme of much interest 
and was listened to with great at¬ 
tention. 

Quoting a remark of Dr. Boyd Brady, 
a Methodist preacher In Newark, Father 
Tlghe said the "age of bigotry had 
passed away." People, he said, were 
becoming more enlightened on the ques¬ 
tion of the claims of the Catholic Church 
In America, and the time had gone by 
when the people looked upon the 
Catholic Church as an Intruder. In re¬ 
viewing the church claims In America 
Father Tlghe stated that it was dis¬ 
covered by an Italian Catholic, that the 
Cabots, Americus Vespucclus, Magellan, 
and other navigators who followed 
Columbus were Catholics. Members of 
the Order of St. Ignatius bad pushed on 
the work of discovery aad exploration. 
Marquette, De Soto, aad others had 
planted the* cross In the new and un¬ 
explored regions. Oatholtos under Lord 
Baltimore in Maryland established free¬ 
dom of worship In America. f In the 
dark period of the country’s history, 
when free institutions were endangered, 
thousands of Cathollos shed their blood 
In defence of the Union. In conclusion 
Father Tlghe *u Id that In view of the 
fact ihat the Catholic Church had play¬ 
ed such an Important part in the history 
of thie country, it wse only those who 
were kept In ignorance that could look 
upon the church as inimical to the free 
Institutions of America.• i . .. 
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.The Democrats on Wednesday night 
id one otthe best attended and most

Mr. Anderson was evidently under the 
impression that he was talking in an 
agricultural district, as a great portion 
of his address was directed to farmers. 

There was great applause when Mr. 
Rudd presented James Smith, jr., as 
the man who by his great ability as an 
organizer had changed Essex County 
from a Republican county and put it 
in the Democratic column. 

Mr. Smith aald that it was the first 
time he had appeared before an audienoe 
thia oampalgt. He declared himself not 
a speech-maker, but that bis ability to 
work lay In another direction.
